Justice Frankfurter said that "the

Stale Court OTerraled 


The tax was held unconstitu- 


tional by the state supreme court. 


The two and one-half per cent 


tax, the state explained, was im- 
poced upon corporate

paid out of income derived from 
earnings in Wisconsin. The amount 
taxed was determined by the ra- 
tion between Wisconsin earnings 
and total earnings throughout the 
United States. 


Attorneys for the companies ar- 


gued that dividends were taxable 
only by the state of incorporation 
and that Wisconsin could not im- 
pose such a tax on transactions tak- 
ing place beyond its borders.

must be on guard against impri- 
ioning the taring power of the 
states within formulas that are not 
compelled by the constitution but 
merely represent judicial generali- 
zations exceeding the concrete cir- 
cumstances which they profess to 
summarize."

privately to spur all government defense agencies 
and industrialists toward utmost speed. Secretary 


, JHull is devoting himself -to this mission, trying to 
Impress upon everyone with whom he comes in con- 
tact the urgency of the situation—the critical 90 days 
just ahead during which time Britain needs every- 
thing we/can, spare in order to meet the effort Hitler 
ii expected to make in the spring to knock England 
out of the war. 


Now, at last, members of the defense commission

Eat Fruit and Insects 


Robins, we know, eat both fruit 


and insects. Of insects and other 
animal life which robins eat and 
which forms nearly half of their 
diet, we find the following kinds 
on their menu: beetles, grasshop- 
pers, caterpillars, spiders, 
snails, 


angleworms 
and 
other 
"bugs." 


Most of this anima^ food is found 
on or near the ground and in 
winter when the ground is frozen 
and snow covers the smaller vege- 
tation, the 
robin

higher for the cocoons, chrysalids 
and hibernating forms of insect 
life. 


Vegetables food, mist of which 


is fruit, forms 58 per cent of the 
robin's diet Although fruit grow- 
ers may not believe it, this bird 
prefers wild fruit to the cultivated 
kinds. From late spring, when the 
first strawberries ripen, until early 
winter, fruit can be found 
in 


abundance. In winter it finds such 
fruit as juniper and red cedar ber- 
ries, pokeberry, thornapples, wild 
grapes. Virginia 
creeper berries,

the fruit of sumach, black 


alder ("Wisconsin holly"), 
bitter- 


sweet, highbush 
cranberry 
and 


several others. 


The winter food of the hermit 


thrush and the bluebird is a good 
deal like that of the robin, being

Insects, one third vegetable, chief- 
ly in the form of fruits of wild 
trees, shrubs and smaller plants. 


Snow Hides Food 


Animal food has a slight edge 


over vegatble 
food in the menu 


of tbt hermit thrush- during the 
summer.*, but wintering thrushes 
must be satisfied with less meat 
and more fruit, a reversal of the 
custom followed by humans. This 
preference for animal''food in the 
thrush and .bluebird is, probably 
the reason why we have few of 
these birds wintering here in com- 
parison to the number of robins. 


If you've ever watched meadow- 


larks feeding you know that their 
table is the ground. Ground insects 
such as beetles, grasshoppers, cat- 
erpilUyrs, flies and bugs form about 
three-fourths of their food, while 
grain and weed seeds make up the 
remainder. During mild open wint- 
ers they can manage very well but 
when heavy snows cover their 
hunting grounds many meadow- 
larks die of starvation. 


Hardly a winter goes by that at 


least one mourning dove hasn't 
been seen in this area. 
When the 


snow banks melt in spring their 
dead bodies are sometimes found. 
A few grasshoppers and other in- 
sects are eaten by the mourning 
dove in summer but during most of 
the year they are strict vegetarians, 
feeding chiefly on weed seeds and 
waste grain. 


Dove Ground Feeder 


You may wonder then why these 


birds are often killed off in severe 
weather while such seed caters as 
juncos, tree sparrows 
and gold- 


finches survive. I may not have the 
right answer but my guess is that 
such feather-weight birds as juncos 
and the rest of the finch tribe can 
perch lightly on the wiry grasses 
and brittle weeds sticking out of 
the snow, but the doves, being much 
heavier would break -down 
the 


plants if they attempted to perch 
and feed. Like the meadowlark, the 
dove is a ground feeder and heavy 
snows spell death. 


Blackbirds and grackles 
often 


winter here and can be listed as 
common hold-overs from the sum- 
mer. 
Grackles. like their not too 


distant starling relatives, sometimes 
come to town and about farm 
homes. Here they strut about on 
lawns and in fields, feeding op seeds 
and other waste vegetable matter. 
In winter red-winged blackbirds 
feed almost entirely on weed seeds 
and, as in the case of several other 
birds, no matter what bad summer 
habits they may have, in winter 
they are entirely beneficial. 


Woodpeckers, nuthatches, chicka- 


dees, kinglets and brown creepers 
who dine one tree insects get along 
fairly well through the'winter ex- 
cept during prolonged storms or 
when 
sleet covers trunks 
and 


branches. Then they welcome the 
suet and meat scraps which can be 
lied or hung in trees. But don't wait 
for bad weather before giving them 
a handout, do it now so they'll 
tnow where to get a free meal 
when they need it. 


Attracted By Shelter

Organizations throughout the United

In parts of some nations food of any kind 
is obtainable only under strict rationing 
and in meagre quantity.

might bring "Peace on earth, good will to- 
ward men." 


Nowhere, at any time, is there a move- 


ment more worthy of support, nor one 
more easily aided, for the Good Fellows 
and the myriad other organizations set up 
no quotas, conduct no active solicitation, 
require no minimum donations. 


Those who can should not let the sea- 


son pass without becoming a part of this 
highly commendable effort. 


American Dictators 


The president of Paraguay sent Con- 


gress home because he -found it inter* 
fered with the function's' of government. 
There may have been good reason to de- 
scribe the Congress of Paraguay as a 
cage of shrieking parrots. 


But that president was killed last Sep- 


tember in an airplane accident, and his 
successor, who likes to call himself "a 
strong man," has finished democracy en- 
tirely. He has had the candor to issue a 
proclamation advising the people that he 
has taken unto himself all "governmental 
powers" in order to push forward the 
"Paraguayan revolution," whatever that is, 


The story in Paraguay should remind 


us that in all South America there are 
only two small republics in our meaning 
of the word. Most of the talk about dem- 
ocracy south of the Rio Grande river is a 
lot of lovey dovey gush, or more directly 
speaking, sentimental rubbish. 


But there is a distinction always to be 


remembered 
in 
respect to 
dictatorial 


forms. 
Dictators have the great propen- 


sity to crowd into other countries after 
they get through mopping up the rights 
of their own people. So long as they ab- 
stain from this encroachment 
however, 


their form of government or the merits or 
decencies which they uphold are matters 
for their own people alone. 


It is only a stab in the dark for us up 


here to specula..e concerning what is hap- 
pening in Paraguay, but the almost con- 
stancy of revolutions in Latin America 
indicates the almost uselessness of demo- 
cracy. Some of these countries probably 
like and grow fat upon the edicts of a 
strutting JittJe peacock in the executive 
mansion. 
But they weary when their 


Congress reveals to them too many simi- 
larly strutting peacocks in legislative halls 
who add to their strutting a volume of 
meaningless language from 
which the 


people eventually seek an avenue of es- 
cape. 


fie Safe and Happy 


All to frequently, every holiday .sea- 


son, shoppers attempting to make 
their 


loved ones happy rob them, instead, of the 
first essential of happiness—the donor's 
own life. 


It's a bad time of year. Darkness falls 


carl>. and the homeward rut-h in the late 
pftcrnoon mutt be made by artificial light. 
Streets and crosswalks arc slippery with 
snow and ice. 
It's easier to walk with 


one's head down for protection against 
biting winds than to face them and watch 
traffic. Parcels are cumbersome, distract- 
ing and sometimes obstruct view. The re- 
sult often is tragedy. 


To believe that good intentions will 


prevent accidents is naive—or silly. More 
care, rather-than, .less, Js essential, both 
for pedestr'ans and drivers. The latter 
face not only danger to themselves, but 
the possibility of having their own Yule- 
tide joy shadowed "by the knowledge that 


they unwittingly spoiled someone else's 
Christmas. .

Traffic does not constitute the 'only 


Christmas hazard. Sometimes Santa Glaus 
shows an amazing lack of judgment for so 
famous a personage. Babies receive gifts 
easily swallowed, with dire results. Toys 
in inexperienced young hands sometimes 
cut, or burn, or blind. Santa must never 
forget the ag-> and judgment of those he 
attempts to make happy. 


Decorations, especially lighted 
ones, 


add much to the beauty of our modern 
Christmas, but, carelessly used, present 
the danger of fire or electric shock. Im- 
personators of old Saint Nick should keep 
their beards away from lighted candles. 


At this time of year it would be nice 


if all thoughts could be of pleasant things, 
with no fear or care. But life isn't like 
that, and the best Christmas gift to your 
loved ones is continued watchfulness for 
your own safety and theirs. 


The European Prisoners 
(3f Desolation 


From Amsterdam, via Berlin, came an 


Associated Press message the other day 
that Holland was meatless, even canine 
sausages had been confiscated. 
Various 


explanations were given but the message 
seemed like a reminder that there was 
suffering in the low countries, and that 
it was becoming acute. The ration cards 
give little enough, but when even that 
amount cannot be supplied, hardship must 
become painful. 


At about the same time, former Presi- 


dent Hoover was trying to whip into prac- 
tical shape his plan to take care of the 
five small democracies, Norway, Finland, 
Poland, Holland and Belgium. From his 
expert knowledge of a situation that will 
likely develop in those countries as the 
war settles down to sullen attrition, he ex- 
pects "disaster and starvation'1 on a wide 
scale. 


Mr. Hoover attempted to persuade both 


the British and German governments to 
deal with a neutral organization so that 
food from this country could pass the 
blockades. 
It was necessary to secure 


practical assurances from 
the warring 


countries that none of this food would be 
taken over to their purposes. To offset 
the claim that sending such food would 
only be playing into Germany's hands, 
Mr. Hoover proposed that the maximum 
amount transported at any 
one 
time 


should be bu»two weeks' supply. 
Such 


an amount, he pointed out, would not 
equal a three day food supply for Ger- 
many, "and thus could have no impor- 
tance in prolonging the 
war." 


The argument against Mr. Hoover's 


humanitarian enterprise is not only that 
Germany might sequester the food, but 
that hunger and despair will drive the 
population of the little democracies into 
bloody revolt. It seems to us that the 
danger of losing the food to the Germans 
or giving them the food it displaces is 
the only material one. The people in the 
little democracies cannot fight 
without 


arms when they could not' fight with 
them. The place where England may suc- 
cessfully foment revolution is among the 
German people, and among them alone. 
So long as they are victorious at the .front 
and reasonably wen fed and clothed, there 
is little likelihood of outbursts against the 
HHler regime, which may be expected to 
handle revolutions with the shattering ef- 
fect of studied ruthlessness. 


It is not clear whether the food may 


be delivered to these desolate people and 
avoid the hungry German hands. That 
result could bf accomplished with com- 
parative ease, perhaps, in the low coun- 
tries and Norway. It becomes more diffi- 
cult where travel overland, under Nazi 
control, is involved. 


.But we think Mr, Hoover was right in 


not lightly turning his back upon suffering 
and innocent humanity. It is an ice cold 
proposition to shrug shoulders as women 
and children die of starvation or malnu- 
trition, and blindly attribute their misery 
as a sacrifice to democracy. We fed Bel- 
gium in the Great War which did not ap- 
pear to contribute to German safety. 


The chances arc high that Mr. Hoover 


could organize this relief and place its 
handling 
and 
distribution 
entirely 
in 


American hands, so that it would not fail 
of its purpose. Possibly it might hurt Eng- 
land's cause and could do it no good. Yet 
just as certainly it appears that if Eng- 
land depends upon the hollow eyes and 
feeble hands of the starving in the dem- 
ocracies, she is leaning upon a shadow.

know what the president is thinking of doing 
about the defense commission. This is the most 
urgent decision expected from Roosevelt when 
he returns to his desk. 
, 


AH hands are agreed that a drastic shake-up' 


of the sprawling, overlapping administrative 
machinery of the defense program is in order. 
Also that the muddled situation is not the fault 
of the defense commission itself. 


Though not perfect, it has done the best it 


could under the conditions. The commission 
has had to operate without centralized author- 
ity and coordination, yet because of the patience 
and devotion of individual members, it has 
functioned a lot more effectively than expected 
when it was set up. 


Now, however, the commission has come to 


the cross-roads. If speed in the defense pro- 
gram is really necessary as congress was told 
it was when asked to vote those billions last 
summer, then the president has got to give the 
commission the power and responsibility to do 
•the job—or junk it. 


The defense commission now is merely an 


advisory body. And what the defense program 
urgently needs is a central authority to boss 
the whole show and make it click; to bring the 
loose ends together in one set of hands that 
will know what's going on, why, and whither 
THREE PLANS 


Roosevelt is perfectly aware of this need. It 


was drummed into his ears for weeks before 
he left on his cruise. The big question is. What 
is he going to do about it? When he left he was 
thinking along three lines, as follows: 


1. Continue the present set-up, but designate 


Defense Commissioner William Knudsen, As- 
sistant Secretary of War Robert Patterson and 
Navy Under Secretary James Forrestal as 
production control, with supreme power to 
handle all defense output. Instead of the arm> 
and navy letting the contracts, this three-man 
group would be in charge of all orders. 


2. Remove Knudsen from the commission 


and make him an assistant to the president in 
charge of defense production. Knudsen would 
concentrate entirely on mass output, reporting 
daily to Roosevelt on the progress made. 


3. Continue the "present commission but vest 


it with legal powers to boss all phases of de- 
fense production, and appoint a coordinator to 
interlace its operations. As production chief 
Knudsen would be the senior commissioner anc 
Procurement Director Donald Nelson would be 
coordinator. 


Note—William H. McReynolds. veteran ca- 


reer official whom Roosevelt shifted from the 
White House to the defense commission as its 
secretary, has gotten very much in the hair of 
the commissioners. Though he is rated a per- 
sonnel expert, there is no agency in the govern- 
ment where personnel is in a greater muddle. 


First, MyReynolds permitted raids on other 


government agencies with the result that there 
was furious bidding among them for men. and 
then he abruptly shut down so tight that the 
commission now can't get experts it needs. One 
of the chief reasons why a coordinator is so 
desperately required is that McReynolds, who 
was supposed to do this job, has been a tola 
bust.

British Ship Captain Tells of 
Captivity Aboard Nazi Raider

having a bottle of whiskey to give 
me.

Captain Arundell said the British 


government instructed him not to 
reveal the name of the raider. 


"I can tell you this, though." he 


said. "If you knew her name you'd 
be surprised. She was once a great 
passenger vessel but now is quite 
transformed. She mounts six guns 
and carries a crew of about 300. 
plus whatever prisoners she may 
take. Aboard her is a huge supply 
of mines which she sows at stra- 
tegic points in ship lanes." 


The captain said the raider was 


equipped to assume various deceiv- 
ing appearances. Parts of the super- 
structure were movable. 


Fuel and supplies were received 


by the raider in mid-ocean from a 
vessel the captain discerned to be 
the S. S. Winnetou. 


Captain Arundell had been 64 


days on the raider when, on June 


18. the Norwegian steamer Tropic 
Sea came under her guns and sur- 
rendered. The 33 members of the 
Tropic Sea's crew were left aboard 
her and the ship was placed in 
charge of a prize crew from the 
raider. Captain Arundell was then 
transferred to the Tropic Sea bound i 
for Bordeaux, France. 


Seventy days Captain Arundell 


remained aboard the captive Tropic 
Sea until, about 400 miles off Gi- 
braltar, that ship sighted a subma- 
rine which it presumed to be Ger- 
man. 
A celebration was preparedj 


by the Germans aboard the Tropic 
Sea. over the expected exchange of 
greetings, but-when the sub came 
close, it was identified as British. 


All aboard the Tropic Sea were 


ordered into lifeboats and the ves- 
sel was sunk by the submarine, 
which issued instructions to those 
in the boats to remain on the spot 
| until rescue arrangements could be 
made via wireless. Within a few 
hours. Captain Arundell was on a 
seaplane, bound for Gibraltar.

Financial Advantage 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — Wisconsin utility cor- 


porations have acted to take advan- 
tage of low interest rates upon a 
large part of their debt for the next 
quarter of a century, the Wisconsin 
public service commission noted to- 
day in its annual report in a dis- 
cussion of the refinancing of out- 
standing utility bond issues. 


Most of the state's larger utilities 


have completed their refinancing, to 
their conspicuous financial advan- 
tage. the commission's review dis- 
closed. 


"The term of the new bond issues 


usually runs for a period of from 
25- to 30 years. In view of the pres- 
ent low interest rates, it is probable 
that these bonds will be outstand- 
ing to maturity," the report declar- 
ed. 


The commission predicted, how- 


ever. that "the demand of the utility 
industry in this and other states 
for a large amount of capital for re- 
funding purposes at approximately 
the same time may increase the cost 
of the capital around 1965 unless 
future maturities are 
staggered 


more than they have been.

HUNTING-FISHING— 
CONSERVATION 


A man who influences the admin* 


istration of Wisconsin wild-life and 
conservation programs to a greater 
degree than is realized by most of 
the Wisconsin public, and even the 
sportsmen, is Aldo Leopold. Here 
is Wisconsin's conservation 
and 


wildlife scholar, occupying the chair 
of game management at the Univer- 
sity of Wisconsin. 


Leopold has just written a sug- 


gestive (the professor is a prolific 
writer) and enlightening piece on 
the progress and decline of Wiscon- 
sin wildlife in the last century, and 
the evolution of public conscious- 
ness on the subject of conservation. 


He suggests that the decline of 


wild game in Wisconsin since 1940 
has not been a simple matter of re- 
cession, but rather a process of ebb 
and flow, gain and loss. Among the 
ebbs and the losses: 


"One eronp of large mammals 


and birds retreated northward 
and 
westward 
because they 


could 
not exist in a settled 


countryside. The buffalo and 
the passenger pigeon, for ex- 
ample, must live as a wander- 
in*; horde or not at all; hordes 
have no place on the farm. The 
cougar and the wolf damage 
livestock, which accounts for 
their demise. 
The eviction of 


the buffalo and the pigeon was 
inevitable, hut hindsight shows 
us that the wolf and the cougar 
should have been retained in 
the north to keep the-deer herd 
in check." 


No Retreat, But Extinction 


And the professor continues: 
Another group of southern spe- 


cies, the wild turkey and the Caro- 
lina paroquet, were exterminated 
because they could not retreat Cli- 
mate restricted them to the south- 
ern counties, and lack of timber cut 
off retreat westward.

Dr Lowell A. Woodbury presents 


some ideas on the problem of win- 
ter killing of fish in a paper just 
published by the conservation de- 
partment. He confirms what many 
sportsmen have privately conclud- 
ed, that in a practical sense there 
is little that can be done, except in 
isolated local instances, about win- 
ter kill.

The area around the South Pole 


is called "the Anarctic continent." 
It is larger than Australia—one and 
three-fourths times as large. 


The Anarctic has no native in- 


habitants. So far as is known, it 
never was the home of any tribe, 
and this is another way it differs 
from the northern end of the earth. 
In the Arctic region are some thou- 
sands of Eskimos, but there are 
none in the Antarctic. 
The only people in the Antarctic 
are those who go there for visits. 
From time to" time, parties of j 
white men have gone down there. 
Among them have been Admiral 
Byrd and his comrades. For months 
on end, they have made their head- 
quarters in a district called "Lit- 
tle America." 


Those who visit the Antarctic fill 


their ships with supplies and "take 
off from some harbor at the south- 
ern end of South America, or from 
Australia or New Zealand.

New York—The union picket line is a strong barrier, guarded with 


tangled strands of moral barbed wire to reinforce the half-bricks and 
tire-irons of the active patrol. Once, in Washington, when a new movie

Soldiers' Board Aids 
Veterans, Dependents 


(Editor's Note: This is another of

of "Wisconsin war veterans, their

More than $20,000.000 in

The state bonus funds for World ' 


war soldiers were set up after the ' 
war, by the 1919 special legislative ' 
session. The appropriations were' 
financed by means of special sur- 
taxes on incomes. 


The state bonus law of 1919 pro- ' 


vided for the payment of $10 per j 
month to each soldier for each 
month of active continuous service, ' 
and included-also sailors, marines , 
and nurses. 


117,000 Persons Aided 


The effectiveness of the law end- 


ed in 1933, although a small trickle 
of applications filed before 
that 


time continues to filter through the 
board's capitol office. At the pres- 
ent time state records show that al- 
most 117.000 Wisconsin persons have 
been aided under that law. 


Another special soldier aid adopt- 


ed by the 1919 legislature was the 
educational bonus, which allowed 
any person discharged, released or 
furloughed after April 1917 to re- 
ceive $30 a month while in regular 
attendance as a student at any edu- 
cational institution, but for a total 
of not more than $1080. The educa- 
tional bonus could be chosen instead 
of the cash bonus, but no person 
was allowed to receive both. 


Subsequent legislation extended 


the educational bonus to World war 
orphans between the ages of 16 and 
24 years. They can also receive $30 
a month. This program will be sus- 
pended in 1945, however. 


During the last 20 years the sol- 


diers* rehabilitation board has dis- 
bursed $4.665.561 In educational 
bonuses. At present there are only 
three orphans attending school un- 
der the plan, and no veterans, show- 
Ing that the program Is tapering off. 


Another form of assistance grant-

sists of free hospital and medical 
service.
